Rule  70. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bilks, 

properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legi.slative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1807  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Inne;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wi.se  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of

WHEREAS  by  an  Order  in  Council  of  February 
Otli,  1897,  regulations  were  established  for 
the  issue  of  permits  to  mine  coal,  the  property  of 
the  Crown,  on  Dominion  lands,  but  as  regulations 
were  subsequently  established  for  the  leasing  of 
such  coal-mining  rights  for  a terms  of  years  upon 
l)aymcnt  of  an  annual  rental  at  the  rate  of  $1  an 
acre,  it  was  considered  that  these  regulations  were 
no  longer  necessary,  and  they  were  rescinded  by 
Order  in  Council  Uf  February  18th,  1920: 

And  whereas  representations  have  been  made  to 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  that  actual  settlers 
who  are  unable  to  pui-chase  a supply  of  coal  for 
their  own  domestic  use,  and  who  are  not  in  a 
iwsition  to  acquire  a lease  under  the  regulations 
referred  to  and  to  equip  a mine,  de.sire  to  revive 
these  regulations,  so  that  they  may  be  in  a position 
to  obtain  a permit  for  a small  area  and  take  out 
suflBcient  coal  each  year  for  their  own  domestic 
use : 

Therefore  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General 
in  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior,  is  pleased  to  make  the  annexed 
regulations  for  the  issue  of  permits  to  mine  coal 
for  domestic  purposes,  but  not  for  sale,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  made  and  established  accordingly ; 
such  regulations  to  remain  in  force  until  rescinded 
by  order  of  the  IMinister  of  the  Interior.

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  ISSUE  OF  PER- 
MITS TO  MINE  COAL. 


Regulations  for  the  issue  of  permits  to  mine  coal, 
the  property  of  the  Crown,  for  domestic  pur- 
poses, but  not  for  sale,  in  the  Provinces  of 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  and  Alberta,  the 
Yukon  Territory,  the  North-west  Territories, 
the  Railway  Belt  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  and  within  the  tract  containing 
three  and  one-half  million  acres  acquired  by 
the  Dominion  Government  from  the  Province 
of  Bi'itish  Columbia,  and  known  as  the  Peace 
River  Block. 

“Minister”  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  of  Canada. 

“ lA)cation  ” shall  mean  the  tract  which  may  be 
desci’ibed  in  a domestic  coal  permit. 

“ Locator  ” shall  mean  the  person  who  locates  or 
.stakes  a mining  locMion  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  these  regulations.^ 

“ Y'ear  ” shall  mean  a p(‘riod  of  twelve  consecu- 
tive calendar  months. 


‘‘.Mining  Ri'curdcr  ” sluill  mean  tin'  Agent  of 
Diiininioii  Liinils  for  (be  disjriet,  or  other  ollieei’ 
appointed  by  the  Government  for  (lie-  purpose 
referri'd  to. 

1.  'I'be  coal  mining  i-igbts  wliii-b  ai'e  the  pi-opeidy 
of  (h(‘  Crown  in  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba,  Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta,  the  Yukon  'I'erritoj-y,  the 
North-west  'J'erritories,  the  Railway  Belt  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  within  the  tiaict

Provided,  howevei-,  that  these  regulations 
shall  not  iipply  to  school  lands  or  to  lands  com- 
prised in  any  Dominion  foiH'st  reserve  or  park,  or 
other  reserves  made  by  Parliament  or  by  order  of 
the  Govei’iior  in  Council,  or  lands  lawfully  occupied 
for  mining  purpo.ses,  or  land  within  any  incorpor- 
ated city,  town,  or  village,  unle.ss  otherwise  specially 
provided  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

(f.)  The  permit  shall  not  convey  to  the  permittee 
the  right  to  sell  any  of  the  coal  mined  from  the 
location  described  therein. 

2.  The  maximum  area  of  a coal-mining  locution 
which  may  be  acquired  under  i)ermit  shall  be  one 
(1)  acre,  and  no  j)erson  shall  be  permitted  to  bold 
at  the  same  time  moiTt  than  one  pcuunit.  The  per- 
mit may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  be 
renewed  from  year  to  year  so  long  as  the  rights 
described  therein  are  vested  in  the  Crown,  provided 
the  permittee  has  comidied  in  every  respect  with 
the  requirements  of  the  regulations  under  which 
such  permit  was  issued,  and  provided  he  is  operat- 
ing a mine  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister. 

3.  A coal-mining  location  acquired  under  these 
regulations  shall  not  exceed  3 chains  in  width, 
measured  in  direct  distance,  and  its  greatest 
dimension  shall  not  exceed  5 chains,  the  maximum 
area  embraced  not  to  exceed  1 acre. 

4.  The  location  shall  be  staked  out  by  the  locator 
in  person  by  placing  at  each  of  its  four  corners  a 
wooden  post  not  less  than  4 inches  square,  driven 
not  less  than  18  inches  into  the  ground  and  showing 
that  length  above  it.  If  posts  cannot  be  driven  into 
the  ground  the  locator  shall  erect  about  each  such 
post,  to  support  it  and  keep  it  in  place,  a cairn  or 
mound  of  stones  at  least  3 feet  in  diameter  at  the 
base  and  18  inches  high.

If  the  corner  of  the  location  falls  within  a ravine, 
bed  of  a stream,  or  other  situation  where  the  char- 
acter of  the  ground  may  render  the  planting  of  a 
post  impossible,  the  said  corner  shall  be  indicated 
by  the  erection  at  the  nearest  suitable  point  of  a

9.  If  application  is  made  by  two  or  more  appli- 
cants for  the  same  location,  no  one  of  whom  is  the 
original  discoverer,  the  Minister  may  invite  their 
competitive  tenders. 

10.  No  person  shall  enter  upon  for  mining  pur- 
poses or  shall  mine  upon  lands  owned  or  lawfully 
occupied  by  another,  until  he  lias  given  adequate 
security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Mining  Recorder 
for  any  loss  or  damage  which  may  be  thereby  caused, 
and  persons  so  entering,  locating,  prospecting,  or 
mining  upon  any  such  lauds  shall  make  full  com- 
pensation to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  lauds 
for  any  loss  or  damage  so  caused. 

11.  In  addition  to  the  rent  a royalty  at  the  rate 
of  25  cents  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  on  the  merchantable  output  of  the 
mine,  and  such  royalty  shall  be  jiayable  to  the 
Mining  Recorder  for  the  district.

1.5.  The  iiermittee  shall,  before  opening  any  mine 
on  the  tract  described  in  his  permit,  and  bi'fore 
removing  any  coal  therefrom,  notify  the  mining 
inspector  in  writing  of  his  intention  to  do  so,  and, 
with  a vi('w  to  conservation,  all  opi'rations  for  the 
recovery  of  such  coal  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
instructions  given  by  the  Inspecting  Engineer  of 
.Mines.  Failure  on  tin;  jiart  of  the  permittee  to  so 
notify  the  mining  inspia'Ior  of  his  intention  to  com- 
mence operations,  or  failure  to  comiily  .strietly  with 
such  instructions  as  may  lx-  issui'd  by  the  Inspect- 
ing Engiin'cr  of  Mini's  as  to  the  manner  in  which 


the  location  .shall  bo  operated  will  render  the  permit 
subject  to  immediate  cancellation. 

Iti.  The  mining  inspector  or  other  officer  or  per- 
son designated  by  the  iMinister  shall  have  the  right 
to  enter  upon  any  land  acquired  under  permit,  or 
the  workings  thereon,  to  exainipe  all  records  and 
books  of  account  of  the  permittee  or  operator,  and 
to  make  such  other  examination  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  or  not 
I the  conditions  of  the  permit  and  the  instructions 
respecting  operation  are  being  complied  with. 

17.  The  permit  shall  be  returned  to  the  Mining 
Recorder  on  the  date  specified  therein,  and  for 
failure  to  do  so  the  Mining  Recorder  may  refuse
